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Under normal conditions the 
greatest cgjr yield i s during the 
long daylight of midsummer 
when the birds have the ad 
vantage of fourteen to fifteen 
hours of light. Yields otf an egg 
a day are not uncommon at this 
season, s 0 we may take this to 
bo the length of day necessary 
for optimum results. 

In a recent experiment at the 
Harrow Experimental Station 
the limit of light was tested 
when the birds were subjected 
t 0 all night lights all the year 
round. Tw 0 hundred and fifty 
Barred Plymouth Rocks pullets 
that were given fourteen hours 
light laid an average of 249.7 
eggs in 365 days, while a flock 
of tw 0 hundred pullets of equal 
breeding subjected to twenty 
four hours of light averaged 
only 2T4 eggs per bird. The loss 
in yield was due primarily to a 
great increase in broodiness 
•with the birds that had the 
lights all night. 

For the best results the fall, 
winter, and early spring days 
may be lengthened to about 
twelve or fourteen hours by the 
use of artificial light morning 
and night.
